The people of the Siate o! Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. Each and every person who 


shall mark or brand, alter or deface, or 
cause to be marked or branded, altered or 
defaced, tbe mark or brand ol any botse, 
colt, mare, jack, jennet, mule, or any one 
or more head of neat cattle, or sheep, goat, 
hog, shoat, or pig, not his or her own prop- 
erty, but belonging to some other person, 
with intent thereby to steal the same, or to 
prevent identification thereof by the true 
owner, shall, on conviction thereof) b« 
punished by imprisonment in the State 
Prison for a term o* not less than one year 
nor more than five years.

counties of this State are hereby authorized 
and empowered to create new school dis- 
tricts, change the boundaries of school dis- 
tricts heretofore established, or abolish tht 
same, whenever in their judgment it shall 
be for the best interests of the eommou 
schools BO to do; provided, that when a 
new school district is organized, Bohoolf 
shall be commenced within one hundred 
and twenty davs from the action of the 
Board ^f County Commissioners creating 
auoh ntw school districts; and if school 
shall not be commenced within the saio 
ons hundred and twenty days, in said dis- 
trict, then such action shall become void, 
and no such district shall exist; and pro- 
vided, further, that no district, organized 
under the provisions ol tbia Act, shall ex 
ceed in size sixteen miles square; and pro- 
vided, further, that nothing in this Ad 
shall be held or construed to change, altei 
or modify the bonndarieft or limits of an} 
school district in this State which sbail 
have been organized or established on 01 
before the passage of this Act.

An Act to authorize the County Commis- 


sioners of Washoe county to issue bondt 
for public parks in the town of Reno. 
Approved March 19, 1891. 
Tbe People of the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. 
The Board of County Com- 


misaionerB of Washoe county are herein 
authorized to issue the bonds of said coun- 
ty in tbe sum of five thousand (5,000) dol- 
lars, for the purpose of purchasing one 
fu). 


block of land within the town limits of tht 
town of Keno, at a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five hundred dollars, and for the 
further purchase of the lots owned by Wil- 
liam Thompson and Barker & Stewart, in 
front of the court-house, at Reno, at a sum 
not exceeding twelve hundred and flftj 
dollars of the five thousand herein provided 
for to be expended in the improvement ol 
said real estate so purchased, for tbe ust 
and benefit of the people as public parka. 


SEC. 2. The Commissioners shall cause 


such bonds to be prepared, and they shall 
be signed by the Chairman of the Board 
and countersigned by the County Clerk, 
and authenticated with the seat ot tbe 
county. Coupons for interest shall be at- 
tached to each bond, so they may be re- 
moved without injury to the bond, consec- 
utively numbered and signed by the Coun- 
ty Treasurer. 


SEC, 
3. The Commissioners are hereby 


authorized to negotiate the sale of said 
bondd at not less than their face value, the 
proceeds of which shall be placed in the 
County Treasury, and placed in the Keno 
Park Fund of said county for the purposes 
mentioned in this Act. 


SEC. 4. Ihe bonds shall be of tbe de- 


nomination of one thousand dollars each, 
consecutively numbered, with 
interest 


thereon not to exceed five per cent, per an- 
num, payable on the first Monday of De- 
cember in the year when such bonds or 
either of them, shall have been issued, and 
every twelve months thereafter and on the 
first Monday in December, in the year A, 
D. eighteen hundred and ninety-six (1896), 
and every twelve months thereafter one of 
said bonds shall be paid and taken up. 


SEC. 
0. For tbe purpose ot creating a 


fund for tbe pa>ment of the bonds hereby 
authorized, the Board of County Commis- 
sioners o! Washoe county ia hereby em- 
powered and directed to include in the levy 
in each year commencing ia eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-two, for Betio town pur- 
poses, a tax upon the assessed value of all 
real and personal property within the lim- 
its of the said town of Keno, sufficient to 
pay all of nuoh bonds and interest, as the 
same may become due and payable, until 
the same shall have been fully paid, and 
such additional tax shall be kept by the 
County Treasurer for euoh purposes, and 
shall not be diverted to any other purposes 
whatever, until all of such bonds and inter- 
est shall have been fully paid.

A Boarding House KawUr flogge*** Be- 


eraltlnc In the PriMnMt—An Old Tar 
Who Says Ballon Are Not Wanted, as 
the Syrtem Ha* Bntlreljr Changed. 
"Uncle Sam wants 1,000 men to man 


his snipe," said a reporter to s North 
End sailors' boarding boose master a few 
days ago. '-What are the prospects of 
enlisting them?" 


"Very poor, I should say, for Bailors 


are not BO plenty nowadays as most peo- 
ple imagine, and what few there ore in 
port are needed to man the 'square rig- 
gers' now loading for foreign voyages, 
and the men who go coastwise'will have 
nothing to do with the navy," 


"What seems to be the objection?' 
"Oh, they have many. To begin with, 


the long term of enlistment, three years, 
the small wages, too mnch discipline, 
liberty ashore cut off in home and for- 
eign ports, and the best reason of all ia 
that in the case of foreigners, should 
they wish to join a navy they would 
have done so in their own countries, 
where the lawa compel a man to give 
five or seven years' service in the army 
or navy or flee the country. 


"It must be remembered that Ameri- 


can sailors are a thing of the past, and 
inward or outward bonnd ships are now 
manned by Germans principally, with a 
good sprinkling of Swedes among them. 
They have pretty good times, and as 
long as they can get a berth, either fish- 
ing or on a merchantman, they say, 'The 
navy be bio wed!'" 


"In your opinion what would be a 


good method for Uncle Sam to adopt to 
get young and active men for Mie serv- 
ice?" 


"Why. that would be simple enough. 


Let the navy officers go among the 
prisons of this and other states and re- 
cruit from those places such men as they 
choose. They would find plenty of fel- 
lows who had three or more years to 
serve glad to get a chance to go to sea, 
and should that be done what would be 
the difference? 
Simply shifting them 


from one prison to another, the latter a 
floating one with not half BO mnch 
chance to escape." 


"They would make a pretty tough 


crew, would they not?" 


"No, 
not necessarily; they would be 


under the eyes of the sentry with his 
loaded gun, the officers would be armed, 
and if they did their work willingly they 
would not be punished. 


"Just to show you that I am speaking 


correctly I will say the most of the re- 
cruits I have shipped in the navy during 
the past ten years were men that had 
just finished 'serving time' and wanted 
to brace up and be men. 


"Here is another point that will bear 


argument. 
Why don't the good Samar- 


itans who give lectures to these men be- 
fore or after leaving jail urge them to 
go to the navy instead of securing or 
trying to secure for them some petty 
position, which will barely give them a 
living, and allow them to drift back to 
their old haunts and associates, to be 
watched and hounded by the police? 


"Let me tall you another thing. When 


a man goes to the navy yard and asks to 
be shipped they won't ask him whether 
he was ever in jail or not." 


A trip along the wharves was then 


taken in hopes of meeting some old 
man-o'-war's man, and among a party 
of sailors who were standing on Atlan- 
tic avenue was a man who looked de- 
cidedly "tarry" in his blue "ganzy 
(jersey) and black silk handkerchief tied 
in a true sailor's knot. 


"Would any of you men here like to 


ship in the navy?" was tha first query, 


"Why," spoke up one "does Uncle 


Sam want a new crew for the White 
Squadron? Ho'd better pay me what he 
owes me before I go again." 


"Then you are an old timer?" 
"Yas, guess so, back aa far as "58 and 


for seven years after." 


"Well, don't you think this is a gooc 


opportunity for sailors?" 


"Sailors! sailors! What do they want 


of sailors? Why, young fellar, there 
ain't ropes enough aboard those iron 
ships to practice splicing on. I tell you 
they don't want sailors. Anybody wiir 
do, even the rough and scruff of this 
city. 
"Thos« ships steer by steam or hy 


draulic power, they hoist by steam, they 
can work a gun in position like you 
could a small vise. You'd want a search 
warrant to find a reef tackle on board o: 
them 


"A true sailor wouldn't be no more 


account than a landlubber, only when 
at drill on the fore and tnainyard, furling 
a sail that had been loosed to dry; then 
all he'd have to do would be to put a 
gasket into their hands and tell them t 
wind it round the sail, for if you talked 
nautiodl style they'd fall off the yardarm 
with astonishment. 


"Sailors! What do they want of sail 


ors? They're all iron and steel, ain 
they? Well, why don't they ship black- 
smiths, machinists, a few tinkers and a 
couple of broken down riggers who can 
splice a wire? That's the kind of a crew 
they want, and as far as fighting is con- 
cerned there ain't none, and anybody 
that knows how to hold on to a plow 
will do just as well aboard these cruisers 
as an A. B. after they get over seasick- 
ness." 
The old tar seemed to be disgusted at 


the very idea, for he continued: 


"When this country gets into bother 


with other nations she won't be short of 
men to nm& the ships, and should it be 
very soon some of us old chaps wouldn't 
ask any better picnic than to be inside 
those floating steel forte, and they could 
get plenty of youngsters who would be 
with us. 
, , 
"Until that time comes they shouldn t 
trouble themselves about sailors, only 
take anybody that will go, und seeing 
it's about grog time, we'll have to bid 
you good day." 
Other boarding masters and "sailor 
men" were interviewed, the first saying 
sailors were scarce, and the latter de- 
claring they had no use for the navy, 
and coincided with the apparently rad- 
ical views given above.—Boston Globe,
